S.O. 356 fE),—Whereas the Central Government has, by its notified order in the late Minis¬ 
try of Industrial Development and Internal Trade No. S.O. 1482, dated the 31st March, 1971 
issued under clause (b) of sub-section (r) of section 18A of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), authorised the Board of Management consisting of Sarvashri 
R. V, Subrahamanian and S. K. Moitra to take over the Management of the whole of the industrial 
undertaking known as Messrs. Gresham and Craven of India (Private) Limited, Calcutta (herein¬ 
after in this notification referred to as the industrial undertaking) for the period specified therein; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by suh-scciton (2^ of section 18E of the 
said Act, the Central Government hereby specifies in the Schedule annexed hereto the exceptions,
